As our Eyes are therefore on the Lord, as the fupreme Fountain of all Goodnets, fo we rruft that the 
Declaration of his Will ſhall be made our by Your Highneſs, being choſen by Himſelf in an extraordi- 


nary matiner, and by a wonderful Series of Providences, to this very end, to execme. Righteouſneſs 


and | adgment for his People thar are oppreſſed amonglt us: And that your Higlineſs will put en Bowels 
of Compaſſion for the Afictions of Men in Miſery, who pour our their Complaints and Grievances be- 
fore You. 

Witk this Confidence I appeal from the Chancery unto your Highneſs (being unabie ro endure any 
longer, either the Expences or Delays of that Court ; or indeed the Juſtice which is there Ciftribured.) 
For beſides the hazarding of that which is betrer than a precious Ointment, much of my Eſtate hath been 
conſumed, and great Debrs contracted, by reaſon of my attendance upon theſe unnarural Differences, 
{which have been fomented berween my ſelf and my tednced Wife) much of it ron away by Violence 
under a Pretence of Al:mony for her, ro whom I never denied or retuſed any thing whatſoever. 

And that which remaineri 1s daily ſo moleſted with Creditors, that I now may moſt cruly ta Ke pon me 
the Expreffion of Fob, T once had Riches, but now have none: And unleſs it will pleate your Highnels ro 
afford a ſpeedy Redrels, I ſhall hardly enjoy long my Liberty allo. 


I will nor ſay any thing of thoſe fad and ditmal Thoughts which have been continually in my Mind, thoſe 


' hideons Temprations, which have been hourly grating and gnawing my very Soul. 


During this fad Condition, *tis the Voice of the Lord only can ſpeak Peace unto my Spirit, (whoſe 
Name ve : bleſſed for thoſe f ſweer and refreſhing Experiences, with which he bath {upported me in this fiery 
Trial) bur I ſhall open unto your Highnels, 2s unto a good Samaritan, the Wounds of my Body and For- 
tune ; (and brietly preſent a Narrative of the whole Marter concerning my telf, and Wife, and how it bath 
been t ranſacted 1 in the Chancery} Thar fo I may with the more Confidence expect a Cure proporticnable 
to my Diteale ; and that your Highneis's Judgment may be as well grounded upon Knowledge, as my 
Suffering upon Experience: 

Having faithfully diſcharged rhe Truft that was repoſed in me by the honourable E aft-India Company 

{as their chief Agent at Madraſſoprtan, where I had not only the Command of the Perſons of Thouſands 
a People, bur allo the Forr of St. George, and Town of Madraſſopotan ;) And having made a thorough 
Reformarion of rhe grand Abuſes which had crept into thole parts, to the grear Injury of the Trade ; and 
erected them a Town by my own Pains and Induſtry, even our of the Sea it (elf, for rhe betrer Advan- 
rage and Security of it. I reſolved with my ſelf, (though I was often perſwaded by the faid Company 
ro continue ic longer my Charge) to return into my Country, where I had lefi the near Relation of a Wife 
behind me : And by bow much the more that Reciprocal Happineſs (which we enjoycd together) did-re- 


. - Vive, the more enflam'd were my Dclires for a Return. 


Bur I had no fooner arrived in England, but the firſt News almoſt that was brought me, was the Death 
of my Wite, in her very ſourney. to meer me. 

This was the firſt Tryal which the Lord laid upon me : Bur as he corrected, io he gave me Patience and 
Submiſſion to his Will in it ; neither were Friends wanting to endeavour a Belicf in me, that as the Lord 
had raken one Wife from my Boſom, 19 he could beſtow another. 

After many ſeverai Days and Months thus ſpent in Melancholy, and willing ro innre my 7" ah to the 
Condition I enjoyed when I left England, I was perſwaded to addreſs my felf 10 one Mrs. Garret, a 


+ Widow, and Daughter of Mr. Stephins, who was repreſented unto me to be as beautiful in Mind as 


in Perſon; And thoovgh her Husband had lefe her nothing, yer was I not dererr'd by this to for- 


bear my Sute, fuppoſi ing What was wanting in Fortun?, would be made vp in 47: jetion and Sw-ernef ro 


wards me. 


AD it nor pleaſed the Lord ro bear up my Fainting Spirit, with more as an ordinary Conkis - 
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Hereupon, in ſhort, #bour Offober 1649. a Marriage was had and concluded between us; and, that 


1 might give the bet demonſtration what a high value I pur upon her, I ſe:ie@ for ber Joynture 1000 /. 
per ann. and Covenanted with ber Trulteesto leave her art the time of my Death 1c00 /. allo in ready 


money. . 
Her Father { now taking notice of this cordial and affectionate dealing of mine with his Daughter ) 


- made in ſhort this Propoſition unto me, Thar it I would give him the ſaid Szephzns 1000 /. more, andde- 


liver forthwith unto his ſaid Daughter, as many Jewels as might be worth at icalt 12co 1. that then he 
would ferile bis Eſtate 2t Fapping ( being 240 /. per Ann.) upon me for my life, ard atier my deceale to 
my Wife; And in caſe we had Iffue, then ro them ; and in cale we bad no iſſue, then to the Heirs gene- 
ral of the ſaid Szephins, or (nch as he the faid Stephens ſhould limit and appoint. F 

To which I returned as ſhort an anſwer, and told him, I would iwme:arely perform his demand, 
Whereupon I did depotite 1000 /. in money, and 1200 |. in Jewels, and all the aforeſeid agreements and 
ſettlements were Indented in Parchment, and legally executed accordingly ( as may appear from the 
Dceas themſelyes, proved by wo Teſtimonies in Chancery, ro which I refer my felE. ) 

1 make no mention what Preſents, nor of what value they were, (though coniiderable j I ſent her be- 
fore Marriage, ( becauſe they were pnrely Gifts ) but the other vpon the mc!t real and higheſt confidera- 


tion of Marriage. 


I ſuppoſe ir's already evident, that had I now found the affection which I promiſed my ſelf, ir mighr 
be very well ſaid to be rather purchaſed than gained ; for altbough there was 240 /. per Ann, ſetled upon 
the Conſiderations aforeſaid, yer was it a dear bargain unto me, only for my Life, to lay down for ir 
2200 {, Neither was I to enjoy this until the ſaid Srephrns ſhould deceaſe 3 which (if rhe contingency of 
his Death, and thentereſt of the Money had been contidered ) 'twas more than ten Fyears purchaſe for 
one life, | | 

Nevertheleſs, had there been a Return but of common Graritude, {much leſs of a conjugal Aﬀection) 
I ſhonld ſcarcely have entertained a Thoughr of Penitency for fo large a Joynture, which I had ſerled. 

Bur certainly the Anger of the Lord began now to be kindled againit us, and whether *rwas for her 
fins as well as mine own, and particularly for being inſtrumental to the Ditheriring of the eldeft Son and 
Heir of the ſaid Stepkins ( who never had demerired it inthe leaft meaſure from the Father ) I know nor, 
the Lord difcoyer it unto us both in bis due rime : Bur certain it 1s, thar ſhe could not long continue her 


ſelf from diſcovering, that 'twas rather my Fortune than my Perſon, which ſhe bad wedded ; rather em- 


bracing Advantages of expreſſing Kindneſs to others, than ber Husband. 

Notwithſtanding many of theſe inconveniences did I pals oyer { though 'rwas very grievons to be thus 
uſed fo ſoon after our Marriage, within leſs than fix months, and ſtill perſevere (if with Prudence I may 
ſpeak it) with more than uſual fondneſs ) ſhe could no ſooner propoſe any thing, which my Purſe or In- 
duſtry could procure, bur *rwas immediately provided ; nothing which mighr be either for Neceffiry or 
Ornament (though never ſo coſtly ) bur ſhe had it, tbough I borrowed money to provide it, 

I could here rcll her Highneſs in what Plenty I maintained her, with what fams of Money in her 
Purſe, with ber Coach and Horſes, Saddle-Horſes, and rich Furnuure, rich Cloatbs, Beds, Linnen, 6c. 
bur that I ſhould diſcover roo much of my Folly in it, as well as her Unworthineſs. 

Bur I am confident, ( and *tis proved by ſufficient Witneſſes in Chancery ) that in eighteen months after 
our Marriage, ſhe bad ſpent for her Accommodations above 3ooo/. whereof 600 /. was in Apparel only 
500 [. in ready money. 

Bur all this could nor prevail, the Multiplicity of Curtefies and Endearments towards her on my part, 
wzs bur rhe encreafing of her Frowns and Slightings towards me ; and being unfatisfhed with wEar L 
voluntarily beſtowed upon her, fhe took all opportunity ( in my abſence from home } ro imbezel what 
goods ſoever ſhe conld come at ; and at one time ( when I was at the Court of Aldermen ) ſhe rook 
from my Houſe 300 pounds at leaſt of rich Eaſt-India Scufls, and Plare. 

The Company ſhe reſorted unto { were no leſs offenfive unto me than her ations) being ether Per- 
ſons of very low Condition, or Deſperate Fortune,whoſe Neceffities and Debauchertes ſtill prompred her 
to further Incoveniences. | : | 

It being now evident unto me, and all our Acquaintance beſides, That a ſudden Ruine could nor bur 
be near roour Eftates, and unbappineſs to our Perſons,I entered upon a ſerious Reſolution ro withdraw for 
2 while tro my Country-houſe at Malmsbiny in V/ileſtire, and perſuaded my Wife to a complyance here- 
in; This I did, that I might pay thoſe Debts, which I had conracted by her means, and rake her from 
the Occafions and the Perſons which had enticed ber to ſuch pernicious courſes. 

Bur they ( finding if their Diana ſhould leave Londen, the filyer Shrine would be alſo removed) were 
200 too prevalent with her to retard her Journey 3 Nay, in concluſion ſhe abſolutely refuſed ro go with 
me. - | 

Notwithſtanding I did not forbear all the Arguments, which either Prudence or Neceffity could dictate : 
And that I might not neglect any Movive, which I thought might conduce to this end, I gave 1co/. ro 
wo of her Familiar Acquaintance { whom I thought moſt prevalent with her ) to perſuade her ro accom- 
pany me into the Country. | : 

But no Charms of Perſuaſions had any Influence, nor Reaſon ( though very urgent and manifeſt ) bur 
was ſlighted. .

ſhe demands. | | 

Could ever any Man ſuſpect to be thus dealt withal by a Woman, that had plighted ber faith in 
Marriage to one, who had ſetled fo great a Joynture, given her ſo many Gifts, fo much Mony, Jewels, 
and all other accommedarions whatſoever in the greateſt Plenty, for the Conſideration of nothing? Cer- 
rainly amongſt the Indians themſelves have I nor ſeen ſo great perfidiouineſs. :

felt /ar any time being Moroſe and Cholerick, I ſhould 1 injure her þ Blows; or if kind, I houte infect. 


her with unclean Dilcales. 

To enforce theſe Motives upon the Minds of all People , who now cook notice of theſe DiftraQions, 
Never was there a more exquiſite Vizard of Modeſty put on by a Woman: Never wer: Expreftions of 
Religion more diſtorted to an ill end; no Projects and Practices of Obſcenity and Murder ir lelf,” were 
wanting to colour theſe malicious Devices againſt me : Nay, fo profiy infatuated was ſhe in ker Scandal, 
thar ſhe repreſented my Perſon ro be more iike ro a Monſters than @ Mans, 

Her Abertors are nor wanting in acting their parts allo ; Vhar the infinuated, they COnver 
Elamours ; neither ſtuck to depole any thing, what potiible could be believed to be ſworn E y them Qi, with- 
out any apparent contradiction. 

Having thus prepotfeiſed the Ears of as many Perſons of Quatiry 2S ſhe could, and framed a Harmony 
of Teſtimonies (as well as of Witneſſes) with as much Art and Cunning, as ber own Vir, or her Aber-

And thereupot went unto her in Perſon, with Mr. Eſcot, Serjeant M:dd/eton, and Nr 'Bootk b, at Mr. Jan- 
chey's Houſe {he nimlielf being prefent) and with as much Rhetorick as my real Afection to her no ld 
dictate, d1d paflionately move her to a Reconciliation, thewing whar Scandal and Diſtonour would follow 
ſuch Differences, and promiting withal, a perfect Oblivion of whatioever had been acted againſt me ; 
And to fortitie my Arguments the better, I defired all thoſe Gentlemen rhere preſent, ro do the Office of 
Chriſtian Moderators, and to endeavour to ftop rhe Breaches berween us, which were t29 wide already. 

Nevertheleſs, by how much the more weight the perceived in our Reaſons, the more Obitinacy the dil- 
covered in her returns, utterly rejecting any Agreement, upon what Terms loever. 

Herenpon ſuſpe ing i in her the apparent Symproms of a fear'd Conſcience ; and how rhar by 
fitence, the World began to infer a main Guilt of thoie Afperſions which had been div ulged againſt me, 
Upon the ſerious Advice of my Counſel (though I cannor but acknowledge a very great Reſuciancy rhere- 


unto) I was perſwaded to examine Wirnefles allo, both to vindicate my own Integiity, and to dilcoyer | 


umo the World the Grand Cheat that was contrived to gain my Eftate (which could no otherwi tle be ac- 


_ compliſhed) withour defaming my Perſon {and if it were poſſible) ro take away my Life allo ; whick 


ſhall evidently appear anon.

But more (of this Nature) 
F omit: For (withour Doubt) Poverty and Honeſty are nor inconfiftent : The moſt precious Saints of God, 
are more frequently found cloath'd with Rags, than in a King's Houſe: Fob bimſelf was more acceprable 
ro the Lord on the Dunghill, than in his coftly Palaces: Bur withall there muſt be a Poverty in Spirit, as 
well as in Eftate ; orberwiſe, they will forfeit both their Religzon ro God, and their Credie amongit Men : 
For certainly a poor Man {being netoriouſly Vicions atd Scandalons) is co be reputed rathey a Vermin in 
Nature, than a Member of Chriſtian Society, whoſe Teſtimonies ſtink in their own Noſtrils, and their 
Memory ſhall periſh with them.
